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Don (KDOHHN) shared an End of the Year Report. We had 1,526 check-ins on the Monday Night Net and 66 
drills, tests, and training sessions for a total of 510.13 man-hours. We did 2 public service events for a total of 
17.5 man-hours. This resulted in a total number of operations of 68, and total man-hours of 527.63. This figure 
multiplied by ARRL’s rate of $19.00 per hour resulted in a total benefit of $10,024.97 to the community. 

Ken 
was a brother to Oral (KOUBR) and Howard (KODFW) and was also a ham. The funeral will be held January
